However  some  students 
failed  to  fulfil  branch  responsibilities  in 
order  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  club. 

Sportswomen  also  held  a 8 p.m.  dinner 
prior  to  a 9 p.m.  Sunday  fireside.  No  club 
activities  are  allowed  prior  to  9 p.m.  so 
that  students  can  attend  branch  meetings. 

The  club  held  a family  home  evening 
and  organizational  meeting  on  Monday 
evenings  after  the  1 p.m.  curfew  imposed 
on  campus  activities.  Club  members  and 
pledgees  were  told  not  to  attend  the 
activities  if  they  had  conflicting 
responsibilities  but  the  scheduled  meeting 
did  result  in  many  coeds  missing  their 
BYU  family  home  evenings. 

The  club’s  constitutional  provisions  for 
membership  were  disregarded  in  rush 
activities  according  to  Stevens. 
Discrepencies  in  areas  of  athletic  and 
character  evaluation  resulted  from  neglect 
in  following  the  organization’s  bylaws. 

This  is  the  second  campus  organization 
to  be  campused  within  the  week.  Chi 
Triellas,  a girls’  cultural  unit,  was 
disciplined  last  week  for  holding 
unapproved  activities  and  received  the 
same  restriction  as  Sportswomen. 

“Clubs  have  a responsibility  and  can’t 
pass  things  off  by  saying  they  didn’t  read 
the  rules,”  said  Miss  Parry.  “Our  real 
concern  is  that  we  build  clubs  up  rather 
than  tear  them  down.  But  they  have  to 
follow  the  rules.”

Urge  new  college  programs 


Fifty  members  of  the  College  of 
Business’  Advisory  Council  met 
on  campus  over  the  weekend  and 
recommended  programs  and 
objectives  to  be  implemented  by 
the  college. 

Pledging  full  support  to  Dean 
Weldon  J.  Taylor,  the  Council 
offered  suggestions  regarding  new 
concepts  in  education,  internships 
for  students,  faculty-business 
relations  and  executives-in-resi- 
dence  programs. 

The  Council,  which  consists  of 
80  prominent  businessmen  from 
through-out  the  nation,  meets 
annually  to  reflect  the  world  of 
contemporary  business  to  the 
academic  community. 

Two  years  ago  the  Council 
suggested  the  formulation  of  the 


Business-Education  Alliance,  a 
program  providing  students 
on-the-job  training,  allowing 
faculty  members  the  opportunity 
to  keep  abreast  of  practical 
applications  of  theory  and 
bffering  professionals  the  benefits 
of  both. 

The  businessmen  Saturday 
recommended  faculty  members 
“ ...  be  selective  in  application  of 
‘new  pedagogy’  techniques”  and 
“bring  the  ‘life  of  business’  into 
the  University  and  classroom,” 
according  to  Weston  E.  Edwards, 
president  of  TI  Home  Transfer 
Corp. 

Stressing  their’s  was  a program 
“not  of  revolution  but  of 
evolution,”  Royden  G.  Derrick, 
president  of  Western  Steel 


Company,  expressed  his  belief  in 
five  dreas  of  influence  of  the 
Business-Education  Alliance: 
students,  faculty,  business,  the 
University  and  the  community  at 
large. 

The  businessmen,  many  of 
whom  came  from  as  far  as  New 
York,  Seattle  and  Chicago,  heard 
addresses  from  Taylor,  President 
Oaks  and  Neal  A.  Maxwell, 
commissioner  of  Church 
Education. 

Emphasizing  that  the  process  of 
education  is  “an  open  system,” 
Taylor  stated  the  goal  of  the 
college  as  “having  students, 
faculty  and  business  share 
differences  in  the  articulation  of  a 
common  and  very  exciting 
goal- the  creative  society.”

Poll-vaulting  pollsters 


It  seems  only  right  that  the  Olympics  are  held  during  election  years.  Both  feature 
competitors  who,  for  four  years,  have  prepared  themselves  in  their  attempts  to  vault  over 
world  records  or  thrust  themselves  past  their  opponents. 

And  in  both  cases,  it  is  the  smarter  and  smoother  who  own  better  equipment  that  win. 
Thus  it  seems  almost  inevitable  that  McGovern’s  “grassroots”  wooden  pole  will  not  send 
him  over  the  hurdle  as  adroitly  as  the  flexible  fiber-glass  that  propels  the  President. 

In  the  past,  poll-vaulting  has  been  practiced  with  some  success. 

In  1948,  Harry  Truman  came  from  far  behind  and  gradually  gained  ground  until  by  the 
time  the  nation  went  to  the  polls  the  first  Tuesday  of  that  November  it  was  neck  and 
neck.  And  despite  a premature  Chicago  Tribune  headline  announcing  a Dewey  victory 
when  the  country  awoke  the  morning  after,  President  Truman  had  been  re-elected.  It  was 
a very  successful  pqll  vault. 

The  same  thing  happened  in  1960,  when  the  polls  were  showing  a 6040  edge  for 
Richard  Nixon  against  John  F.  Kennedy  turning  into  September.  Then  the  vault  law  set 
in.  By  about  two  percentage  points  a week  Sen.  Kennedy  began  to  edge  upward  until  the 
polls  hit  about  50-50  and  hung  there  until  election  day.  And  next  morning,  there  it  was,  a 
Kennedy  win  and  another  successful  poll  vault. 

In  1968,  it  was  the  same  situation  all  over  again,  another  6040  gap  to  start  with 
followed  by  the  familiar  two  per  cent-a-week  narrowing  until,  by  election  day,  it  was  even 
again.  Nixon  thought  he  was  seeing  a rerun  of  a bad  movie.  But  the  next  morning  found 
him  elected  neverthess— narrowly.  Humphrey  had  just  executed  an  unsuccessful  poll 
vault. 

Now,  in  1972,  Nixon  is  a poll-mile  ahead  of  George  McGovern-40  percentage  points  as 
the  campaign  left  the  starting  block. 

Few  dogs  have  been  as  under  as  Senator  McGovern.  In  his  case,  the  vault  may  never  be 
achieved.  The  leader  may  just  hold  there  with  that  massive  lead.  And  the  election  is  a 
landslide.  So  it  was  in  ’52,  ’56  and  ’64.  Messrs.  Adlai  Stevenson  and  Barry  Goldwater  had 
a hard  time  getting  off  the  ground. 

Today  McGovern  is  being  written  off  in  much  the  same  way  as  Truman  was  in  Sept. 
1948.  No  chance.  Can  he  also  make  the  hurdle  like  Truman? 

In  the  Gallup  and  Harris  polls  of  September  there  was  a disastrous  34  percentage  point 
spread.  But  with  the  latest  poll  early  last  week  theVp  was  starting  to  narrow.  Is  it  the 
first  sign  of  a vault  in  progress?  Or  just  a momentary  fleeting  shift  in  the  massing  of  an 
avalanche? 
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Politics  is  as  politics  does, 
and  apparently  it  does  it 
differently  in  New  York  than  it 
does  in  Chicago. 

On  Columbus  Day,  Tricia 
Nixon  Cox  was  a guest  of 
honor  at  New  York’s 
Columbus  Day  parade.  When 
she  heard  that  Sen.  George 
McGovern  had  also  joined  the 
procession,  she  complained 
that  he  was  “taking  political 
advantage.”  At  just  about  the 
same  time,  Tricia’s  mother, 
Mrs.  Pat  Nixon,  was  walking 
arm  in  arm  with  Mayor  Daley 
down  State  Street  in  Chicago’s 
Columbus  Day  parade. 

Mr.  McGovern’s  entry  caused 


a 1 5-minute  delay  in  the  New 
York  proceedings.  This 
prompted  Tricia  to  remark:  “I 
think  that  anything  that  would 
hold  up  the  parade  is  a shame.” 
It  happens  that  her  mother  was 
1 5 minutes  late  for  the  Chicago 
parade. 

Perhaps  there  is  an  escape 
from  the  apparent  conflict 
between  Tricia’s  words  and  her 
mother’s  deeds.  It  may  be 
argued  that  it  is  political  to 
march  in  parades  in  New  York 
on  any  occasion,  including 
Columbus  Day.  In  that  case, 
there  is  no  reason  why 
McGovern  should  have  let  the 
parade  pass  him  by. 
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Stripped  to  essentials,  the 
positions  of  President  Nixon 
and  George  McGovern  on  drug 
abuse  are  remarkably  similar. 

Take  marijuana.  Neither 
favors  legalization  but  both 
have  supported  reduced 
penalties  for  use.  Nixon 
sensibly  backed  a federal  law 
that  changed  pot  possession 
from  a felony  to  a 
misdemeanor.  While  the  latter 
carries  up  to  a year  in  jail  for 
first  offenders,  the  result  in 
most  cases  is  probation.  So 
McGovern’s  position  that  no 
one  should  be  jailed  simply  for 
pot  smoking  roughly  parallels 
the  practical  effect  of  legal 
revisions  Nixon  advocated. 

The  candidates’  approaches 
to  heroin  and  other  hard  drugs 
are  also  much  alike.  Nixon  has 
stressed  an  attack  on 
traffickers  to  curb  supply, 
while  expanding  educational 
and  rehabilitation  programs  to 
reduce  demand.  McGovern  has 
the  same  strategy,  but  promises 
better  implementation. 

The  president  can  point  to  a 
number  of  concrete 
steps-from  greater  police 
pressure  on  international 
smuggling  to  more  treatment 
clinics  for  addicts.  Nonetheless, 
drug  abuse  has  grown  in  recent 
years,  with  heroin  addiction 
probably  doubling.  While  the 
U.S.  has  agreed  to  pay  Turkish 
farmers  not  to  cultivate  opium 
(from  which  heroin  is  derived), 
other  sources  exist,  particularly 
in  Southeast  Asia.  We  still  seem 
far  from  closing  heroin  supply 
lines. 

Indeed,  although  the 
administration  protests  to  the 
contrary,  McGovern  probably 
has  a point  when  he  charges 
that  we  prop  up  corrupt 
governments  in  Southeast  Asia 
that  have  a grimy  hand  in  illicit 
drug  traffic. 


Then,  too,  there  is  the 
devilish  problem  of  demand. 
Diminished  supply  can  inflate 
street  prices,  which  can  mean 
more  crime  by  addicts  to 
support  a costlier  habit.  This  is 
reminiscent  of  the  hard  truth 
that  drug  abuse  is  basically  a 
problem  of  the  American 
spirit,  reflected  in  the 
willingness  of  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  our  citizens  to 
seek  escape  in  chemicals. 
Ultimately,  the  answers  lie 
within  our  borders,  not  in 
Turkey  or  Thailand. 

What  answers?  Neither 
candidate  has  a panacea.  It 
comes  down- to  a blend  of  law 
enforcement,  education, 
research,  rehabilitation  and 
much  more  attention  to  the 
social  ills  that  can  nurture  drug 
abuse.

Woithuis  cited  a major  political 
rating  system  to  indicate  that  his 
opponent  was  indeed  liberal.  “The 
AFL-CIO  rates  him  91  ...  . 
George  McGovern’s  AFL-CIO 
rating  is  also  91 .” 

Woithuis  also  criticized  his 
opponent’s  stand  against 
revenue-sharing.  “I’d  like  to  see 
government  closer  to  the  people 
and  therefore  I strongly  favor 
revenue-sharing,  a concept  I 
believe  will  return  power  to  the 
cities  and  the  states,”  he  said. 
“Taxes  don’t  have  to  go  up  to 
support  revenue-sharing.” 

Indicating  that  “I  have  a real 
rapport  with  young  people,” 
Woithuis  said  he  would  spend 
quite  a bit  of  time  on  college 
campuses  to  listen  and  speak  if 
elected.

Budapest  instructor 
teaches  folk  dancers 


After  spending  three  days 
teaching  the  BYU  International 
Folk  Dancers  current  dances  from 
Hungary,  Csaba  Palfi  left  Saturday 
for  his  home  in  Budapest.

After  becoming  seriously 
interested  in  dance  during  the 
Hungarian  equi\^lent  to  high 
school,  Csaba  formed  the 
Hungarian  State  Folklore 
Ensemble  in  1948  and  for  15 
years  was  its  leading  solo  dancer.

The  members  of  the  ASBYU  Constitution  Revision  Committee  have 
spent  the  past  six  weeks  in  transforming  a student  constitution  that  we 
found  out-dated  and  ambiguous  into  a simplified  and  flexible  document 
that  conforms  to  the  unique  realities  of  our  University.  We  are  pleased 
to  present  to  you  today  the  next  to  final  draft  of  a new  ASBYU 
Constitution.  . 

We  feel  that  the  new  constitution  which  we  present  to  you  here  is  a 
considerable  improvement  over  the  old  one,  especially  in  the  clear  and 
comprehensive  definition  of  powers  and  the  authority  relationships  of 
the  Executive  Council,  as  well  as  the  student  courts,  and  the  overall 
change  towards  consistency  and  simplification  of  policy  and  procedure 
and  the  consequent  flexibility  that  it  gives  us  in  rendering  appropriate 
service  to  the  studentbody. 

We  have  come  to  realize  that  the  powers  of  student  government  are 
limited  to:  (1)  the  power  of  the  purse  over  those  monies  allotted  to  us 
by  the  administration  out  of  student  fees,  and  (2)  the  twin  power  of 
persuasion  and  trust— the  trust  that  we  merit  from  the  students,  the 
adfninistration  and  the  Church.

ASBYU  CONSTITUTION 


We  the  Associated  Students

) ordain  and  establish  this  the  H.

\RTICLE  I.  THE  STUDENT 
ASSOCIATION 


All  full-time  students  of 
dgham  Young  University  shall 
members  of  the  Student  j 
rsociation  (Associated  Students 
Brigham  Young  University). 


\RTICLE  II.  LEGISLATIVE 
POWERS 


Ktion  1.  Definition 

The  legislative  powers  herein 
anted  shall  be  vested  in  the 
jcecutive  Council,  which  shall 
ake  all  laws  necessary  and 
foper  for  the  execution  of  the 
owo'/.s  granted  by  this 
onstitution.  The  Executive 
ouncil  shall  be  composed  of  all 
ected  officers,  and  shall  be 
resided  over  by  the  ASBYU 
resident. 

ction  II.  Powers  and  Duties 
A quorum  of  the  Executive 
Council  shall  consist  of  a 
majority  of  the  elected 
officers.  A majority  vote  of 
the  quorum  present  shall  be 
necessary  to  enact  all 
resolutions  and  bills. 

The  Executive  Council  shall 
be  required  upon  the 
initiative  of  the  students  to 
vote  on  any  bill  bearing  the 
signatures  of  one  per  cent  of 
the  members  of  the  Student 
Association. 

The  Executive  Council  shall 
be  required  to  submit  to  the 
Student  Association  for 
referendum  any  bill  bearing 
the  signatures  of  five  per 
cent  of  the  members  of  the 
Student  Association.  AH 
such  bills  shall  become  law 
with  a concurring  majority 
vote  of  those  students 
voting. 

>.  Initiation  of  impeachment 
proceedings  against  a 
member  of  the  Executive 
Council  shall  be  effected  by 
either  of  the  following 
actions: 


prosecuted  by  the  Attorney 
General,  and  tried  by  the 
Executive  Council. 

An  impeached  officer  shall 
be  removed  only  by  a 
three-fourths  vote  of  the 
Executive  Council,  each 
member  casting  one  vote, 
excluding  the  person  being 
impeached. 

The  preparation  of  the 
Student  Association  budget 
shall  be  the  responsibility  of 
the  outgoing  Executive 
Council,  with  the  advice  and 
assistance  of  the  incoming 
Executive  Council. 

The  Executive  Council  shall 
establish  financial  policies 
and  procedures  consistent 
with  those  of  Brigham 
Young  University,  with  the 
exception  that  all  books  and 
records  reflecting  ASBYU 
budgets  and  financial 
transactions  shall  be  available 
for  inspection  by  any 
member  of  the  Student  As- 
sociation. 

Unless  re-enacted  by  the  new 
Executive  Council,  all  laws 
enacted  by  the  outgoing 
Executive  Council,  except 
those  concerning 
appropriations  of  ASBYU 
funds,  shall  expire  60  days 
following  the  election  of  the 
incoming  Council. 

ARTICLE  III.  EXECUTIVE 
POWERS 


Section  I.  Definition 

The  executive  powers  herein 
granted  shall  be  vested  in  the 
elected  ASBYU  officers. 

Section  II.  Powers  and  Duties 
A.  The  ASBYU  President  shall: 


1. 


1.  Submission  to  the 
Attorney  General  of  a 
petition  carrying  the 
signatures  of  at  least 
five  per  cent  of  the 
Student  Association,  or 

2.  .A  majority  vote  of  all 
members  of  the 
Executive  Council, 
excluding  the  officer 
being  impeached.

Such  a veto 
shall  be  overridden  by  a 
petition  signed  by 
two-thirds  of  the 
Executive  Council  and 
submitted  to  the 
ASBYU  President. 
Appoint  the  Justices  of 
the  Supreme  Court. 
Judges  of  Inferior 
Courts,  and  the 
Attorney  General  of  the 
Student  Association, 
with  the  consent  of 
two-thirds  of  the 
Executive  Council. 

Make  appointments  to 
fill  vacancies  in  the 
Executive  Council,  with 
the  consent  of 
two-thirds  of  the 
Executive  Council. 


9.  Make  appointments  to 
student  vacancies  on 
University  Committees, 
as  specified  by  the 
University  President, 
with  the  consent  of 
two-thirds  of  the 
Executive  Council. 

10.  Administer  Student 
Association  elections 
and  referendums. 

The  Executive  Vice  President 
shall  assist  the  ASBYU 
President,  preside  in  his 
absence,  and  become 
ASBYU  President  in  the 
event  that  the  office  is 
declared  vacant  by  a 
unanimous  vote  of  the 
remaining  Executive  Council 
members. 


C.  The  Vice  President  of 
Academics  shall  be 
responsible  for 
supplementing  the  academic 
program  of  the  university  by 
providing  the  students 
increased  opportunity  for 
academic  growth  and 
advancement. 

D.  The  Vice  President  of 

Athletics  shall  be  responsible 
for  the  promotion  of  student 
support  of  and  participation 
in  various  athletic  events. 

E.  The  Vice  President  of 

Culture  shall  be  responsible 
for  activities  which  promote 
cultural  growth  and 
ap  predation,  including 
programs  of  student 
participation. 

F.  The  Vice-President  of 

Finance  shall  be  responsible 

.for  the  preparation  and 
supervision  of  the  budget  of 
the  Student  Association. 

G.  The  Vice  President  of 

Freshman  Involvement  shall 
be  responsible  for  programs 
to  inform  and  involve 
freshmen  in  university 
activities. 

H.  The  Vice  President  of  Social 
Activities  shall  be  responsible 
for  the  promotion  of 
wholesome  and  enjoyable 
social  events  and  programs. 

I.  The  Vice  President  of 

Student  Community  Services 
shall  be  responsible  for 
student-community  service 
projects. 

J.  The  Vice  President  of 

Organizations  shall  be 
responsible  for  the 
coordination  of  the  activities 
and  programs  of  campus 
clubs  and  organizations., 

K.  The  Vice  President  of 

Women’s  Activities  shall  be 
responsible  for  programs 
which  enrich  the  academic, 
cultural  and  social  lives  of 
BYU  women. 

ARTICLE  IV. 
JUDICIAL  POWERS 
Section  1 . 

The  judicial  powers  herein 
granted  shall  be  vested  in  an 
ASBYU  Supreme  Court, 
consisting  of  one  Chief  Justice 
and  four  Associate  Justices,  and  in 
such  inferior  courts  as  are  created 
by  law.  AU  justices  shall  be 
appointed,  and  the  Chief  Justice 
designated,  by  the  ASBYU 
President,  subject  to  approval  by 
two-thirds  of  the  Executive 
Council.  All  justices  shall  hold 
office  until  resignation  or 
termination  of  their  membership 
in  the  Student  Association. 

Section  II.  Powers  and  Duties 
A.  Original  jurisdiction  over 
issues  of  constitutionality 
shall  be  vested  in  the 


Supreme  Court.  The  original 
and  appellate  jurisdiction  of 
the  .ASBYU  Courts  over 
non-constitutional  issues 
shall  be  as  provided  by  law. 

A decision  of  the  Supreme 
Court  shall  be  rendered  upon 
a concurring  vote  of  a 
majority  of  the  Supreme 
Court  Justices. 

The  judiciary  shall  render 
decisions  only  in  actual  cases 
or  controversies,  but  may 
render  advisory  opinions 
upon  request. 

The  Supreme  Court  by  a 
majority  decision  shall  D. 
appoint  a new  ASBYU 
President  from  the  Executive 
Council  membership  in  the 
event  that  the  offices  of  both 
ASBYU  President  and 
Executive  Vice  President  are 
declared  vacant  by 
unanimous  vote  of  the 
remaining  Executive  Council 
members. 

Supreme  Court  Justices  may 
hold  no  other  elected  or 
judicial  positions  in  the 
Student  Association. 

Temporary  vacancies  in  the 
judiciary  shall  be  filled  by 
appointment  by  the  ASBYU 
President  with  the  consent  of

BYU  study  results 

TV  unfair  to  women,  blacks

Women  and  ethnic  minority 
groups  are  poorly  represented  in 
the  dramatic  roles  portrayed  on 
television,  giving  the  viewing 
public  a distorted  view  of  their 
status  in  real  life. 

This  was  the  conclusion  of  a 
team  of  sociologists  at  BYU 
following  an  extensive  study  of 
1,830  dramatic  roles  offered  on 
TV  during  a recent  five-week 
period. 

Dr.  John  F.  Seggar,  associate 
professor  of  sociology  and  the 
principal  investigator  in  the  study, 
said  eight  out  of  ten  of  the  roles 
were  played  by  men  and  three  out 
of  every  four  by  white  Americana. 

“We  were  not  particularly 
interested  in  the  Women’s 
Liberation  or  Civil  Rights 
Movements,”  the  professor  added, 
“but  the  statistics  we  gathered  do 
show  that  men  played  a 
disproportionate  share  of  the  TV, 
roles,  and  some  ethnic  groups 
were  inadequately  represented

according  to  their  numbers  in  the 
U.S.  population.” 

The  study  concentrated  on 
television’s  dramatic  programs, 
excluding  cartoons,  commercials, 
news  programs,  quiz  shows, 
historical  westerns,  sports  and  talk 
shows.  In  a report  on  their  recent 
findings,  the  BYU  researchers 
disclosed; 

• 81.7  PER  CENT  of  the 
dramatic  roles  on  TV  are  played 
by  men. 

• White  Americans  account  for 
75  per  cent  of  th^  roles. 

• Television  “distorts  the 
picture  of  the  American  labor 
market,  making  ‘the  tube’  a poor 
source  of  information  for  young 
viewers  in  choosing  their  future 
occupations.” 

• Ethnic  groups  are  generally 
“stereotyped”  in  the^  roles  they 
play,  presenting  an  unrealistic 
picture  of  their  status  in  real  life. 

DR.  SEGGAR  and  a group  of 
graduate  students  compiled  their 
statistics  by  closely  watching 
dramatic  TV  programs  between 
the  hours  of  3:30  p.m.  and  11 
p.m.  daily  and  10  a.m.  to  11  p.m. 
on  Saturday  and  Sunday.  They 
recorded  the  roles  on 
specially-designed  data  sheets. 

According  to  the  study,  1,372 
of  the  1,830  roles  recorded  were 
played  by  white  Americans.  The 
remainder  were  played  by  121 
Englishmen,  1 1 5 blacks,  .97 
Europeans,  62  Chicanos,  34 
Orientals,  22  Hawaiians,  five 
Russians  and  two  American 
Indians. 

“British  actors  were  portrayed 
in  dramas  considerably  more  than 
black  Americans,”  Dr.  Seggar 
continued.  “Blacks  were 
under-represented  in  terms  of 
their  national  population.” 

According  to  the  report,  blacks 
make  up  11  per  cent  of  the 
population,  but  they  had  only  6.3 
per  cent  of  the  television  roles. 
Englishmen  comprise  1.44  per 
cent  of  the  national  population, 
but  they  share  6.6  per  cent  of  the

male  actors  most  frequently  play 
the  part  of  government  diplomats, 
musicians,  policemen  and 
servicemen.

Black  females  were 
usually  nurses,  dancers,  musicians, 
government  diplomats,  lawyers  or 
secretaries.  These  five  roles  made 
up  65  per  cent  of  all  black  female 
parts.

SAIGON  (AP)  — Presidential 
aide  Henry  A.  Kissinger  returned 
to  the  United  States  yesterday  as 
the  U.S.  Embassy  and  a 
semiofficial  Saigon  newspaper 
issued  statements  indicating  the 
latest  peace  negotiations  here  had 
fallen  short  of  an  accord. 

There  was  no  official  guidance 
on  this,  nor  even  on  the  subjects 
discussed,  from  either  side.  But  an 
apparent  failure  to  reach 
agreement  centered  on  a cease-fire 
plan  and  an  interim  government 
to  serve  until  a final  political 
solution  was  achieved. 

KISSINGER  headed  for 
Washington  to  report  to  President 
Nixon  after  five  days  of  talks  with 
President  Nguyen  Van  Thieu,  the 
most  intensive  Indochina  peace 
negotiations  to  date.  Asked  at  the 
airport  if  it  had  been  a productive 
visit,  Kissinger  replied:  “It  always 
is  when  I’m  here.” 

The  embassy  issued  a brief 
statement  saying  efforts  toward 
an  accord  between  the  allies 
would  continue. 

Tin  Song,  a newspaper  that 
often  reflects  Thieu  views,  said 
the  general  impression  of 
observers  was  that  negotiations 
between  Thieu  and  Kissinger  had 
been  conducted  in  a “very  heated 
atmosphere  in  the  face  of  the 
unyielding  Vietnamese 
determination  to  stand  pat  on  its 
position.”

Lake  cleanup 
forecast  soon 

KAYENTA,  Ariz.  (AP)  - Crews 
cleaning  up  the  oil  spill  in  Lake 
Powell  estimated  yesterday  all  oil 
would  be  out  of  the  water  in  “two 
or  three  weeks.” 

A spokesman  for  the 
Environmental  Protection  Agency 
asserted  crews  were  in  control  and 
that  the  situation  looked  better 
than  at  any  time  since  the  spill 
occurred  Oct.  9. 

The  oil  originally  was  contained 
Oct.  13  by  booms  stretched  across 
Lake  Powell  where  the  San  Juan 
River  empties  into  the  lake.  The 
river  had  carried  the  spill, 
estimated  to  be  at  least  38,000 
gallons,  from  where  a pipeline 
ruptured  14  miles  from  Shiprock, 
N.M.

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Wins  WAC  honor

Hansen:  best  again 


Dan  Hansen,  Brigham  Young 
safety  man,  is  making  a habit  of 
winning  Western  Athletic 
Conference  Defensive  Player  of 
the  Week  honors. 

The  6-3,  195  pound  senior  took 
home  the  award  for  the  fourth 
time  in  the  past  two  years,  but 
he’d  probably  forgo  the  honor  to 
trade  the  Cougar’s  defeat  for  a 
win. 

Hansen,  named  after  the  Kansas 
State  game  this  season,  was 
directly  involved  in  25  plays  in  a 
loss  to  Arizona  State. 

He  had  ten  unassisted  tackles, 
two  of  those  for  minus  yardage; 
eight  assisted  tackles,  four  pass 
deflections  and  one  pass 
interception.  A film  breakdown  of 
the  game  shows  Arizona  State  not 
trying  to  end  up  in  Hansen’s 
territory. 

The  interception  was  in  the  end 
zone  with  Hansen  running  it  out 
to  the  BYU  25  to  halt  a first 
quarter  ASU  drive.  He  also 
returned  a kickoff  27  yards.

Resting  his  varsity  for  a big 
invitational  this  weekend  at  the 
Air  Force  Academy  in  Colorado 
Springs,  BYU  water  polo  coach 
Walt  Cryer  sent  his  reserves  to 
Laramie,  Wyo.  this  past  weekend 
to  represent  the  Blue  in  the 
Cowboy  Invitational. 

The  reserves  represented  BYU 
well,  with  the  B team  placing 
third  in  the  nine-team  tourney. 

Schools  represented  at  the  meet 
included  Wyoming,  which  won 
their  hosted  tournament,  Idaho 
State,  second  place,  Northern 
Colorado,  Denver  University  and 
the  University  of  Utah. 

BYU  entered  both  a B and  a C 
team  in  the  tourney.  The  C team 
was  eliminated  quickly  in  the 
double  elimination  affair.  But  the 
B squad,  after  dropping  their 
opening  match  to  Denver,  8-7, 
went  the  way  of  the  losers  bracket 
to  fight  for  their  third-place 
finish. 

The  Cougars  managed  wins  over 
ISU,  Northern  Colorado  and 


Kansas  State  game,  Hansen  was 
named  WAC  defender  for  efforts 
against  Wyoming  and  Texas  El 
Paso  as  a junior. 

Hansen  now  has  16  career 
interceptions,  fwo  away  from 
tying  the  WAC  mark  of  18  held 
by  another  BYU  athlete,  Bobby 
Roberts,  during  the  1965-67 
seasons. 

Other  nominees  were; 

Bob  Fratfo,  Utah  defensive 
tackle,  with  nine  unassisted  and 
seven  assisted  tackles  in  a 27-6 
win  over  Wyoming.  Three  of  his 
tackles  were  for  minus  yardage. 

LaFreddie  Coleman,  Texas  El 
Paso  outside  linebacker,  with 
eleven  unassisted  and  six  assisted 
tackles  plus  one  fumble  recovery 
in  a 56-7  loss  to  New  Mexico. 

Greg  Symons,  New  Mexico 
defensive  end,  who  forced  five 
bad  passes,  made  four  tackles, 
deflected  a pass  that  was 
intercepted  and  tackled  the 
quarterback  once  for  a loss  in  the 
Lobo’s  victory  over  UTEP.

Wyoming  B before  losing  to  the 
eventual  winners,  Wyoming  A. 

Steve  Guerin  and  Glen  Smith 
produced  well  offensively  for 
BYU.  Each  man  scored  16  goals  in 
just  seven  matches. 

“We’re  real  pleased  with  the 
results  of  the  Cowboy 
Invitational,”  stated  assistant 
coach  Rollie  Bestor.  “This 
experience  for  our  reserves  will 
give  us  good  bench  security  when 
the  NCAA  tournament  begins.” 

The  NCAA  tournament  covers 
two  days  and  a lot  of  play  time. 
Force  in  numbers  is  helpful  to  a 
winning  cause. 

The  rested  varsity  travels^  to 
Colorado  Springs  Friday  to  face 
most  of  the  teams  that  will  be  in 
Provo  Dec.  1,  2 for  the  NCAA 
District  Seven  Tournament.
